CHARGES BRIBERY 


Governor Says Standard 
| OilBehindImpeachment; 
' House Ousts Speaker; 
Senate Denies Bribe. 


Baton Rouge, La., March 28.—() 
Impeachment and bribery stalked to- 
gether here today as charges on which 
the Louisiana state legislature 
turned the flood light. 

While the house of representatives 
details for the start of 
impeachment hearings Monday 
night against Governor Huey P. Long, 
this fiery. 36-year-old executive struck 
back at his accusers by charging that 
legislators had been bribed by the 
Standard Oil company to fight his 
proposed oil tax.

[These fresh charges staggered this 
picturesque and ancient capital, al- 
ready agog with sensation over the 
stupendous charges against their gov- 
ernor, who accused in the cold 
terms of the impeachment resolution 
of plotting murder and of eighteen 
official irregularities, large and small. 

To Start Hearins Monday. 

By unanimous vote the state sen- 
ate, as if envious of the notoriety ob- 
tained by the house, passed a_reso- 
hition demanding that the governor 
name the legislators whom he said 
accepted bribes and name the oil com- 
pany financial agents charged with 
paying the bribes. A circular issued 
by the state highway department, en- 
titled, “Cross of Gold, 
, Coprpany 
| orenented to the senate~'and ' im- 
mediately passed the resolution. Late 
today the governor had not furnished 
the names. 

Qn a roll call taken in the senate 
fo the question of whether any mem- 
ber of the senate had been approached 
with a bribe or any effort made to 
influence his vote, each of the 3 
members present answered “no”, 

The session of the house was swift 
and to the point. It brushed aside 
a Long sapporter, who attempted to 
invoke a rule holding the impeach- 
ment proceedings out of order, ap- 
pointed a committee of 12 men to 
draft rules of procedure, agreed to 
have 12 official questioners of wit- 
nesses, set Monday night at 8 o'clock 
as the time to start the impeachment 
hearing, and adjourned until next 
week. 

Governor Long's open letter, ad- 
dressed to “the people of the state’, 
charged that the impeachment pro- 
ceedings were @ngineered by oil inter- 
ests, and was taken by his friends 
fo mean that, instead of planning to 
resign, as rumored, he meant to fight 
against impeachment to the end. 

Speaker Is Unseated. 

| The house and senate, which re- 
ceived eopies of the letter just be- 
fore noon, passed a concurrent reso- 
lution denouncing the governor, and 
called upon him to prove the charge 
that oil companies were back of the 
impeachment proceedings. 

An outstanding victory of the anti- 
administration forces was the unseat- 
ing of Speaker John B. Fournet, one 
of Long's chief supporters. Represen- 
tative George Irwin was elected in his 
nlace as temporary chairman of the 
house which Monday night will sit as 
a. trial jury. 

In the event Fournet fails to re- 
sign, it was indicated that the house 
would move to oust him and elect 
a permanent presiding officer Mon- 
day night. 

The atmosphere was highly charged 
with suppressed emotions, men stum- 
'bled about the ehamber glum or talk- 
‘ing hysterically. The .room was 
packed to the guards and there was 
2 chilling serionsnest to the proce- 
dure, One member remarked: “The 
eyes of the nation are on us. We 
must do something.” 

Only Three Favorable Votes.

Shippey Makes Short Talk 
in Court room Express- 
ing His Thanks for Sym- 
pathy and Assistance. 


W. Lawrence Shippey Thursday 
night was acquitted of the murder of 
Hall Davis, West End motor dealer, 
who he says was the father of his 
wife’s unborn child. On the fourth 
ballot a jury in Superior Judge Edgar 
E. Pomeroy’s division of the criminal 
court voted to free the young shipping 
clerk whose defense was that he was 
driven to do murder by the agonies of 
a broken heart and a shattered home. 

The verdict, which came after about 
three hours’ deliberations was received 
with cheers. A crowd which had 
packed Judge Pomeroy's courtroom all 
day swarmed about Shippey after the 
jufy had been dismissed and carried 
him from the courtroom on its shoul- 
ders. 

Shippey Thanks Friends. 

Although-Judge Pomeroy had -arn- 
ed against any demonstration and had 
warded off pandemonium immediately 
after the verdict had been read he was 
unable to restrain the throng when 
the jurors had departed. Seeing the 
futility of using his gavel he smiling- 
ly retired. to-+his chambers and left 
the courtroom to Shippey ‘and™ his 


scores of shouting, handclasping, back- 
slapping, handshaking friends. With 
tears in his eyes the defendant re- 
turned to the courtroom, mounted a 
bench and sai: 

“I want to thank everyone who has 
stood by me so faithfully in this time 
of trial. In time I hope to be able 
to see all my friends and personally 
give my thanks for their sympathy 
and assistance,- but tonight I must 
hurry home where my good wife and 
are awaiting 
1€. 

As Shippey walked from the court- 
room a free man. scores offered to 


drive him to his Beecher street resi- 


dence, where in private he-was to 
rejoin the wife whose unfaithfulness 
led him to kill Davis and took him 
from his home to the Fulton tower 
for more than three months. 


Starts Homeward Trip. 


As Shippey -elected to ride home 
with one of his closest friends and 
got into the car his friends continued 
to throng about him and even after 
he had been whisked away toward 
Beecher street and home the crowd 
continued to carry on its joyful cele- 
bration around the courthouse. 

The verdict freeing Shippey was 
read in a filled but tehse courtroom 
by Chief Deputy Solicitor General 
Ed A. Stephens, who with Lewis J. 
Baley of defense counsel, had remained 
to receive it. The decision came just

Activities in State of Wash- 
ington Are Given in 
Detail. 


Washington, March 28.—(#)—The 
organization of citizens’ committees in 
the state of Washington to expend a 
$175,000 fund, contributed by power 
ies, in opposing in the 1924 
election legislation designed to aid mu- 
nicipal power plant ownership was re- 
lated today by Norwood W. Brockett, 


of Seattle, 
west Electric Light and Power Asso- 
ciation, before the federal trade com- 
mission. 

Appearing at the commissior's in- 
quiry into publicity activities 
of public power utilities, Brock- 
eit testified about the program 
of the Washington state com- 
mittee on public utility § informa- 
tion of which he was secretary during 
the 1924 campaign in opposition to 
the Bone bill. The measure, whieh 
was defeated in a referendum at that 
election, would have permitted the 
municipal power companies in the 
state to extend their service outside 
their city limits. 

The $175,000 fund, Brockett con- 
tinued, was contributed by six power 
companies in Washington state. 

The citizens’ committees, Brockett 
said, were organized in the principal 
cities of the state by the local man- 
agers of power companies. The com- 
mittees in opposing the Bone measure, 
he testified. signéd newspaper adver- 
tisements and also circulated letters to 
the voters. The advertisements and 
letters were paid for out of the $175,- 
VOO fund, he added. 

He said the advertisements were 
prepared by the publie utility infor- 
mation committee, but the letters were 
drafted by the committees themselves 
from literature prepared by the power 
concerns. He said the newspaper ad- 
vertising by the public utility in- 
formation committee was “quite ex- 
tensive and urged people to read the 
bill.” 

Brockett. testified that the power 
interests also through the state public 
utility information committee opposed 
another measure, the Erickson bill, 
which was not brought to a vote. This 
measure, which proposed the creation 
of districts in the state to purchase 
private power plants for public own- 
ership, he said, was opposed through 

the medium of circulation of 100,000 
copies of the bill and an analysis op- 
posing it.

Here we have outstanding demand 
loans controlled by foreign financiers 
amounting to hundreds of millions of 
dollars and secured by collateral on 
extraordinarily wide margins. If the 
estimates are correct these foreign 
loans constitute between 6ne-cighth 
and one-fifth of the total volume of 
eall loans now outstanding. They are 
in no way susceptible to the influence 
of the federal reserve board and to 
this extent constitute a far more se- 
rious problem than the private loans 
made in the call money market 
by Amefican individuals and _ cor- 
porations. ‘These Jatter are at least, 
in some degree, subject to the direct 
and indirect influences which the fed- 
eral reserve board can bring to bear 
upon them through the reserve banks 
and the financial leaders who are now 
co-operating with the board. 

Serious Complication. 

Another complication created by the 
presence of the foreign money lenders 
in the New York call*market arises 
from the fact that any attempt to 
withdraw American funds  precipi- 
tately merely plays into the hands of 
these alien financiers. It would put 
them in the enviable position’ that 
Russell Sage used ,to occupy before 
the davs of the federal reserve sys- 
tem when he was able on occasions 
to name his own price for stock mar- 
ket loans.

Washington, March 28.—(#)—In 
the opinion of Secretary Lamont, 
stock market gyrations are likely to 
have less effect on business activity 
now than they have in the past. 


Nearly all of the indications studied 
by the government's trade observa- 
tion service indicate that a main- 
tenance of prosperous conditions is 
likely, Secretary Lamont said, what- 
ever sort of a prospect might be held 
out in that field by current market 
fluctuations. 

“Nearly every indicator as to trade 
that we use shows a favorable out- 
look today,” he said, “There is no 
reason to believe that the nation will 
not be as prosperous in 1929 as 
in 1928. It is a fact that while 
financial and monetary conditions in- 
fluence business, modern production 
and distribution more and more tend 
to be guided by aceurate statistical 
information related definitely to po- 
tential supply and demand for frod- 
ucts concerned. This body of tested 
data is nowadays more valuable in 
estimating future propects than the 
actions of stock exchanges.”

They have been the eyes and the 
long punitive arms of the federal arm- 
ies as horse, foot and guns plodded 
wearily over deserts and mountains 
where dynamited bridges and de-

Soaring high over the prairies of 
Durango and the deserts of Coahuila. 
the little group of aviators so ef- 
fectively scouted and bombed out the 
insurgents that ground units of the 
advancing federals, save for a skirm- 
ish here and there, have had little 
more to do than repair trackage de- 
stroyed by retreating rebels. 

Keep Rebels Moving. 

And now with a long chase across 
Chihuahua state incumbent on the 
main army the aviators are making 
life miserable for the rebels which un-

None of these planes was equipped 
with machine guns or bonrbing appa- 
ratus. Until a few days ago the only 
available bombs were small affairs of 
Mexican manufacture which spread 
panie among rebel troops and civilian 
population but did little material dam- 
age. The aviators dropped these 
bombs from their hands, leaning out 
of cabin windows or over the sides 
of the cockpits. ‘Sometimes they car- 
ried ordinary machine guns’ which 
they poked out of improvised loop- 
holes, 

So far there have been few Ccas- 
ualties among the’ aviators. One fed- 
eral airman was shot through the leg 
and another through the foot by rebel 
anti-aircraft snipers, and planes have 
been plentifully be-sprinkled with bul- 
lets. 

But not an aviator has been forced 
down in enemy territory and none 
crashed while on duty at the front. 

Whether there will be any actual 
aerial battles between federals and 
rebels depends on ability of the latter 
to equip themselves with suitable 
planes.

Judge Pomeroy took 
one last leok, after he had donned 
his hat and coat, issued orders to 
bailiffs and let the party go on as 
long as those’ in it wanted and then 
went home. 

After listening to the charge of 
Judge Pomeroy and the vitriolic ar- 
guments of counsel for the state and 
prosecution and seeing Mrs. Hail 
Davis, widow of Shippey’s victim, 
collapse in court as William Schley 
Howard, of defense counsel, thundered 
an attack on her late husband's char- 
acter, the jury began deliberations. 

The state’s last appeal for convic- 
tion of Shippey was voiced by Sulici- 
tor-General John <A. Boykin in a 
courtroom which was crowded trom 
door to door and hundreds of men 
and women bent forward with strained 
ears to hear the prosecutor’s demand 
for a verdict “vindicating the law.’ 


“Unwritten Law” Hit. 


“There is nothing in the statute 
books of Georgia to justify any ‘un- 
written law,’” the solicitor-general 
shouted in launching his argument. 
“Every decision of the court of ap- 
peals and the supreme court is 
against the plea of this defense. There 


‘ean be no justification of any crime 


delays for months 
the alleged se- 
ducer of his wife and there can be 
no justification of this killing, for 
the slaying of Hall Davis was cold- 
blooded murder, premeditated and 
exeeuted with malice aforethought.” 
The solicitor-general struck hard at 
the plea of the defense that Shippey 
was goaded to do rurder by the ac- 
tions of Davis and the alleged con- 
tention of Shippeyv on the stand that 
he feared Davis would do him bodily 
harm on the morning of December 6, 
last, when -he called at the Rogers 
Company warehouse to “see Shippey.” 
Plot Is Charged. 


“All of the evidence offered by the 
state shows that the killing of Davis 
was the result of a plot that had been 
hatched in Shippey’s mind for many 
weeks,” Mr? Boykin said. “He knew 
for several months of his wife's inti- 
macies with Davi. He had met Davis 
and discussed the situation with him. 
He went home the day before the kill- 
ing and then and there resolved to kill 
Davis. This is proven not only by 
his statements to Detective Lowe im- 
mediately after his arrest, but also by 
the statements of th® two young men 
in the gun shop, to whom Shippey 
took a pistol to be oiled find tested 
and’ who he told he wanted to be 
‘damned sure it would work.’ ” 

The solicitor-general reviewed in de- 
tail the evidence offered by the state, 
pictured the slaying in front of the 
warehouse on Whitehall street, recited 
the testimony of a number of wit- 
nesses, who though they appeared in 
Shippey’s behalf filled into the _ pic- 
ture on cross-examination details ol 
the slaying which had not been pre- 
sented by state’s witnesses. 

Killing Is Pictured. 

“Here we see Shippey walk: from 
the place where he worked, pull from 
his overalls a pistol and without a 
shoot Davis down,” Boykin as- 
serted.. “He says Davis reached as

Emily Lyon was born on April 26, 
1765, according to some authorities, 
the daughter of Henry Lyon, a _ black- 
smith of Great Neston in Cheshire. 
Rumor has it that her birth was illegi- 
timate, but so little is known Of her 
infancy ‘and early childhood that this 
cannot be stated as a fact. Even the 
date of her birth is uncertain. We 
know, however that she was baptized 
on May 12, 1765. The marriage li- 
cense of her parents was signed by 
their marks, Her father died soon 
after her birth and her mother, de- 
pendent on. parish relief, removed to- 
her native villaze—Hawarden, in 
Flintshire. 


Emily's beauty was remarkable, 
even in her childhood and at the age 
of 13, she was as fully developed as 
a girl from the southern climates. At 
that age she was a maid in the service 
of Mr. Thomas, father of a_ noted 
physician of the day and brother-in- 
law of Alderman Boydell, of London, 
who was a famous art patron. His 
daughter is said to have made the 
first drawing of Emily.

Records seem to. prove she had a 
child in 1780, and that she early be- 
came the mistress of Captain Willett 
Payne, of the British navy. In 1781 
she was the mistress of Sir Harry 
Featherstonehaugh, who turned her 
out in December of that year, al- 
though she was soon to be a mother. 
In her distress she appealed to Sir 
Charles Francis Greville, whom she 
already knew. At that time she call- 
Greville took 
her as his mistress, her mother. Mrs. 
Cadogan, acting partly as housekeeper, 
partly as servant. 

lor a number of years she lived 
under the protection of Greville, and 
he seems to have been her first great 
love. A slave to her beauty, yet dis- 
liking her gauche and country-bred 
manners, he took great pains to teach 
her the amenities of society and some- 
thing of art and literature.

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Agriculture Committees Set- 
tle to Subjects To Feature 
Meeting. 


Washington. March 28. —(P)—~Mind- 


ful that in little more than two weeks 
the bang of the gavel will call the 
new congress into special session for 
consideration primarily of farm relief 
legislation, the agriculture commit- 
tees of the house and senate today 
frowned upon any deviation from the 
subject before them. 

Working separately on the ques- 
tion, the committees urged those tes- 


tifying to .confine their remarks, to 
proposals likely to be covered by the 
prospective farm measures. The ger- 
mane subjects generally were recog- 
nized as a federal farm board, com- 
modity marketing councils, stabiliza- 
tion agencies to control surplus crops, 
and means of regulating production, 

While there was considerable ques- 
tioning by .committee members of 
those presenting their views, and an 
occasional jocular reference to the 
equalization fee provision to the 
twice vetoed McNary-Haugen bill, 
the sessions lacked the heated discus- 
sions of pre-election days when much 
was said about what voters were go- 
ing to do. 

The senate committee was told by 
S. J. Cottington. president of the 
Farmers Grain Dealers’ Association, 
that permanent relief for the farmer 
must be obtained by the proposed 
farm board regulating preduction. He 
said he was epposed to an equalizae 
tion . fee. 

The house committee _ listened to 
G. W. Connell, secretary of the Min- 
nesota Wheat Growers’ Association, 
and William H. Marshall, Fort Lau- 
derdale, Fla., discuss the relations of 
co-operative marketing associations 
with stabilization corporations and a 
federal farm board. The Florida wit- 
ness went into the intricacies of 
marketing perishable products. Ha 
proposed that vegetables and fruits 
be concentrated at strategic shipping 
points and distributed in mixed car- 
load lots to dealers in towns _ toe 
small to use full cars on one prod- 
uct. In this, he proposed that the 
farm board should co-operate with the 
state co-operatives in financing icing 
and other facilities.
